»Charies W. Klett, a restaurant pro- 
prietor, got out of an automobile at 
Broadway and Chestnut street at 8 a.

The 
auto was going north along Broadway, 
when, passing Chestnut street, a gust of 
wind blew..off Klett's bat.

When Edward Simon, weary of a 
lonely world, went about taking him- 
self out of it, he did not have the heart 
to take his little dog, Nibs, with him, 
as he had often threatened to do. The 
dog was his best friend, if not his 
only one, and he could not bear to kill 
the faithful little animal that had been 
his constant companion when human 
companionship was withdrawn frem 
him. So, with the dog as the only wit- 
ness of the tragedy, Simon sent a bul- 
let into his brain Tuesday morning in 
the little room back of his secoend- 
hand store at 6913 Seuth Broadway, 
which was home for him and the dog, 
and neighbors found him dead there,

The city was at once placed 
under martial law, and though there was 
more or less rioting throughout the day, 
the authorities had matters pretty well 
in hand until after dark, when the dis- 
turbers vented their fury in an attack on 
the officials in the adjacent township of 
Cullers. !

DENOMINATIONS 


Bids to Be Received Dec. 1 for 
Missouri Issue of 
$3,500,000. 





JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 19.—The 
Board of Fund Commissioners met to- 
day and took the definite steps in re- 
gard to the sale of new Capitol bonds. 
It was decided that the bonds shall be 
of $1000 denominations, and that they 
be advertised so that they may be sold 
in lots, or by the entire $3,500,000 issue. 
The Ppettns peg Amgen and the State 
Treasurer were instructed to get up a 
form for the bonds and the advertis- 
ing and report to the board. Bankers 
and bond brokers of Missouri and the 
other states.advise the State officials 
to market the bonds before Jan. 1 in 
order to get the best price. It was 
pointed out that next Year is a prest- 
dential year, and the money market is 
always unsettled in campaign times. It 
ts the Mmtention of the fund commission- 
ers, Gov. Hadley says, te open the 
bids on the bonds about Dec. 1 if 
possible. 
The Board of Permanent Seat of Gav: 
ernment will meet tomorrow to take up 
the appointment of the new Capitol 
Commission. The members are not 
agreed upon any of the four members, 
it is stated. The commission is to be 
composed of four members—twoe Demo- 
crats and two Republicans. 


Missouri at present has no bonded in- 
debtedness, the last of the old State 
bonds having been paid at maturity dur- 
ing the Dockery administration in 1903. 
The only State debt is represented by 
certificates of indebtedness to the school 
and seminary funds to the amount of 
$4,398,839.42. Of the 114 counties in the 
State, two-thirds are entirely without 
indebtedness and total indebtedness of 
the remaining counties is only $6,870,278, 
or less than 1% per cent of the taxable 
wealth of these counties.

S TO RESIGN FOR 
MORE FREEDOM 


Federal Jurist of Chicago Cites 
New Act of Congress in 
Making Announcement. 





CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—United States 
Circuit Judge Peter S. Grosscup today 
announced that he would retire from 
the bench the first week in October. 

Judge Grosscup, who has had a 
notable career on the Federa] bench, 
has been one of the chief targets of 
those who attack that branch of the 
judiciary. He issued the decision 
saving the Standard Oil Co. from the 
$29,000,000 fine imposed by Judge 
Landis. 

Judge Grosscup \was indicted for 
manslaughter {n connection with a 
trolley wreck at Mattoon, Ill. He was 
a director of the road. He ts consid- 
ered well-to-do. He is 58 years old. 

Served Nineteen Years, 

Judge Grosscup has served 19 years asa 
member of the Federal judiciary in the 
Northern District of Illinois. 

Judge Grosscup will send his resig- 
nation to President Taft shortly after 
the meeting of the United States Court 
of Appeals, Oct. 3. A. desire to enjoy 
more freedom as a citizen and resume 
the practice of law are given as reasons 
for his resignation. 

Judge Grosscup, in announcing his in- 
tention of retiring, said: 

“The reason for the resignation com- 
ing at this particular time is that if I 
g0 into the jheavy October session I 
will have become again a part of the 
court in cages taken under advisement 
that might prevent resignation for a 
year. 

Calendar Nearly Clear. 

The advisement calendar now is un- 
usually clear of pending matters. Then, 
too, under the new act of Congress, my 
work after Jan. 1 would be: exclusively 
appellate, and that, unlike planting a 
Barden and then watching it grow, it is 
too much like merely weeding the gar- 
den. 

“The reason for my resigning at all is 
that I wish* more freedom not only as 
an individual but as a citizen. The 
world politically is trying to catch up 
with the’ world’s radically changed 
economic conditions. ‘The ‘formative’ 
period is approaching. 

"Next year’s special election, will, I 
believe be the last one on the old lines. 
And: the settlement for the future will 
come, not through the courts of law, 
but through the court of public opinion. 
I wish no office—expect never again to 
hold office—but I wish greater freedom 
than the bench gives, to do my part in 
this court of public opinion.” 

Judge’s Friends Surprised. 

The retirement of Judge Grosscup 
came as a surprise to his friends, for 
though he had intimated his intention 
of resigning on several occasions, they 
were not prepared for his action today. 

The recent act of Congress which 
would make the court presided over by 
Judge Grosscup solely a reviewing tribu- 
nal may, his friends think, have has- 
tened his decision to withdraw from the 
United States judiciary. 

When application was made to the 
Federal courts to close the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition on Sundays in 1898, 
Judge Grosscup dissented from the opin- 
ions of two circuit court judges, ruling 
that the exposition should be kept open 
every day in the week and later this 
opinion was confirmed by the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

Issued Debs Injunction. 

Judge Grogscup issued an injunction 
against Eugene V. Debs and other of- 
ficers of the American Rallway Union 
during the railway. strike of 1894 in Chi- 
cago restraining the labor men from 
committing acts of violence an@ later 
called on the President to send Federal 
troops to Chicago to preserve order.

There Many Years. — 
Simon, who was 63 years. old, 


had been the secondhand store man of 
the South Broadway neighborhood for 
many years. The death of his wifa, 
three or four years ago, left him witi- 
out child or other kin and in his lone- 
liness he adopted Nibs, a nondescript 
curly little dog that made up with 
faithfulness what it lacked of pedigree. 
and thereafter he shared his room and 
meals and whatever else he had with 
the pet. 

Simon's loneliness increased in spits 
ef the companionship of the dog and 
he often said that some day he would 
kill Nibs and himself.and end it all. 

John Andreas, who owns the building 
and lives upstairs, at 7:20 o’clock Tues- 
day morning heard two shots. He had 
no doubt that one had ended the life 
of Nibs and the other the life of his 
master. When a policeman was called 
and the door was forced, Simon was 
found lying @ead on his cot, with a 
bullet hole through his head, but Nibs, 
unharmed, was crouching by the side of 
his dead master. 

The two tried to call Nibs away, but 
he would not move. It was necessary to 
seize him and drag him, whining and 
yelping, from the room, and confine 
him in a shed. 


Missed With First Shot 
It was at first thought that Simon 


might have.fired the first shot at Nibs 
and missed, but it was found that his 
shaking hand had sent the first bullet 
over his head and into the wall. 

On a desk in the room was found a 
sealed envelope on which was written, 
“My will.” It will be turned over to 
the Coroner, to be opened at the in- 
quest. 

Simon never went farther from home 
than the nearest corner. Often he for- 
got or neglected to close his store at 
night and neighbors, passing, would 
shut the door. 

The old man took his meals at the 
home of Joseph Andreas, at 7023 South 
Broadway. The dog always accom- 
panied him and lay at Simon's feet un- 
der the table. One day, three months 
ago, Simon struck the dog. Nibs ran 
away. Simon, repenting the blow, 
searched everywhere for the dog, but 
could not find him. When Simon went 
to dinner Nibs was lying under the 
table, and there was a joyful reconcilia- 
tion. 

Left All to Friend. 

Simon had a $2000 policy in a frater- 
nal order and expected a dividend of 
$250 this year. He borrowed $50 from 
John Andreas, expecting to repay it out 
of the $250. The dividend was only $45, 
and he could not pay Andreas. He 
brooded over that. Recently he called 
in State Senator Mott and had him 
draw a will., He left everything to An- 
dreas. Andreas will take care of Nibs.

Emperor in on Deal. 

The recent withdrawal of gold from 
Germany, which, her bankers say, 
France, England and Russia made in 
concert, has caused’ such financial strin- 
gency on the Berlin stock market that 
Germany may be unable to meet her 
dbligations a week hence, although it 
is reported that German bankers made 
several hundred million fPancs profit on 
the Berlin and foreign stock markets 
by selling stack just before a German 
warship was dispatched to Agadir, Mo- 
receo. It is said that Emperor William 
himself made 10,000,000 francs ($2,000,000). 
Large amounts of German commercial 
paper already discounted and due next 
Monday are outstanding in France. 

The current report is that leading 
German banks, such as the Deutsches 
jank, foreseeing the possibility of a 
panie on Sept. 26, asked Baron de 
Rothschild, the head of the Frankfort 
firm of the great international house of 
bankers, on Saturday, if he would be 
willing to loan to them a large amount 
of money should they need it The 
Baron replied that he would not be 
willing to loan the money unless pro- 
tected by Paris, London and New York 
financial interests. 

Morgan’s Ultimatum. 

So Baron de Rothschild came here 
vesterday and conferred with leading 
bankers of Paris and London. They 
agreed to enter a syndicate to take up 
Germany’s liabilities, if need Re, pro- 
vided New York would enter the syndi- 
cate. When Morgan’s representative 
\was approached he is reported to have 
said that Morgan & Co. -would enter 
the syndicate only on condition that 
Germany give France a satisfactory 
answer by 6 o’clock Tuesday night. And 
it is reported that Germany bowed to. 
Morgan’s ultimatum and that her ac- 
ceptance of France’s proposal will be 
made known officially and publicly here 
today. ‘ re A . 

PARIS, Sept. 19.—The members of the 
French Cabinet do not find themselves 
In a position to issue any assurances 
to the public concerning the —e 
with Germany. 

The Foreign Office has received by 
telegraph a precise reply on some 
points of the exchanges.
